In  1917  crowded  conditions  at  the  Graded 
School  on  College  Street  necessitated  a reorgani- 
zation of  the  grades.  The  high  school  grades 
were  then  placed  on  Williamsboro  Street  in  the 
Cooper  building,  which  has  been  tom  down.  In 
1921  the  present  high  school  building  was  con- 
structed on  the  Venable  property  of  Williams- 
boro Street.  Since  that  time,  the  Home  Econom- 
ics Cottage,  Industrial  Arts  building,  gymnasium 
and  agricultural  building  have  been  added  to  the 
school.
